Information Technology occupations are some of the most in-demand occupations in Missouri. 
Computer programming, developing, and support occupations employed more than 88,000 
people with an average wage of $78,420 in 2018 (2018 Occupational Employment Statistics 
estimates). Employment in Information Technology occupations is projected to grow 18.37 
percent from 2016-2026 (MERIC Long-Term Employment Projections). 


From March 1, 2019 - Feb. 29, 2020 there were over 54,000 online job ads for selected IT 
occupations (Burning Glass Technologies). Programming skills are highly valued in these 
occupations. The majority of job ads for these occupations request applicants are proficient in 
various computer-programming languages. Top requested programming languages include SQL, 
Java, and JavaScript, most commonly found in job ads for Applications Software Developers and 

Database Administrator.

Employers requesting SQL in online job ads include Centene 
Corporation, Wells Fargo, and Enterprise Rent-A-Car. 


SAP (Systems, Applications & Products in Data Processing) -- is an enterprise software used to 
manage business operations and customer relations. SAP is most commonly requested in job ads 
for Business Intelligence Analysts, Applications Software Developer, and Computer Systems 
Analysts. Employers requesting SAP in online job ads include Deloitte, Boeing, and National 
Geospatial Intelligence Agency. 
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
